RESTRICT THE RIGHT OP AFFEAIi 


(From the New Orleans Picayune) 


It Is the. testimony of the best lawyers and Jurists 


..hious'nout the country that the interests of Justice and 
social order require a restriction of the right of appeal 
to more reasonable limits. Justice Gaynor, of New York, 
in his testimony before the commission oh tha Law's 
Delay, stated the matter tersely when he declared that 
appellate courts review too many things, and that In 
our present procedure "appeals have come to be pretty 
nearly the principal thing." 


Attorney Hlrschberg, testifying before the same com- 


m'ssion, asserted that the great difficulty with our pro- 
cedure was that It is "distinctly an appellate system," 
that H Is based upon the "fundamental idea that a trial 
and a decision are always wrong," and that as a result 
of the opportunities thus afforded the temptation to 
Indulge In litigation is vastly enhanced. 
To the same 


effect was the opinion of Justice O'Gormaji,, who stated 
Tiat nearly every defeated party was willing to take 
a chance of securing a reversal on appeal, and that they 
had every encouragement to do so. 


These expressions from lawyers of character and 


prominence set tprth only some of. the leading obstacles 
to the administration of justice in our American judicial 
svstem and, methods. They must be charged upon the 
people themselves, who, through their representatives, 
mak-j the laws. The court judges can only enforce the 
•laws *nd order-tBe proceedings a* they are commanded

UR GOOD old friend, the Pittsburg Gazette-Times,

keep life in his body while attending lectures at the 
University of Paris. In the early centuries of Oxford, the 
begging student was a familiar character, and tht a'^at 
Spanish institution of Salamanca was at one time notori- 
ous for the poverty of its attendants, while we have no 
Information that would lead us to think that its degreet 
opened the way to work for graduates.

The case is cited of one young man who 
can v. rite and speak six modern languages, write short- 
hnnd with rapidity and correctness, is sober and in- 
du.strious, and can secure nothing better in the metropo- 
lis than a job paying $8.75 weekly. Contributors to the 
London newspapers are asking what is to be done with 
the army of "unemployed gentlemen," men who have 
be^n tducated to do almost everything except earn their 
own living. 
The majority of the "unemployed gentle- 


men" were once possessed of independent means, but 
have lost them through the fault of others or their own 
misfortunes.

RESTRICT THE RIGHT OF APPEAL 


(From the New Orleans Picayune) 


It is the testimony of the best lawyers and Jurists 


throughout the country that the interests of justice and 
social order require a restriction of the right of appeal 
to more reasonable limits. Justice Gaynor, of New York, 
in his testimony before the commission on the Law's 
Delay, stated the matter tersely when he declared that 
appellate courts review too many things, and that !n 
our present procedure "appeals have come to be pretty 
nearly the principal thing." 


Attorney Hirschberg, testifying before the same com- 


mission, asserted that the great difficulty with our pro- 
cedure was that it is "distinctly an appellate system," 
that it is based upon the "fundamental idea that a trial 
and a decision are always wrong," and that as a result 
of the opportunities thus afforded the temptation to 
indulge in litigation is vastly enhanced. 
To the same 


effect was the opinion of Justice O'Gormjui,, who stated 
-hat noarly every defeated party was willing to take 
a chance of securing a reversal on appeal, and that they 
had every encouragement to do so. 


These expressions from lawyers of character and 


prominence set forth only some of the leading obstacles 
to the administration of justice in our American judicial 
svstem and methods. 
They must be charged upon the 


people themselves, who, through their representatives, 
makij the laws. The court judges can only enfdrce the 
laws and order the proceedings as they are commanded 
to do. If there be, any failure of justice it goes back to 
the people. • 
"
